budget of $16,000 for the school 
year. 


Ellis stated to the El Don, “We 
paid Morris $150 for student work 
shortly before Christmas, but ap- 
parently its to much to ask for a 
financial report. 


“We have had only one finan- 
cial report this year, and it was 
very incomplete.” 


The $150 Ellis referred to in 
his statement was paid on Morris’ 
request as salary for selling tick- 
ets at Don sporting events. The 
SAC Executive Board first voted 
to give Morris the money but later 
reversed its decision. The money, 
however, has already been paid 
via the Santa Ana School Board. 


Ellis stated, ‘Things like this 
could be avoided possibly if more 
students would take an active in- 
terest in student government af- 
fairs. Only one time this semester 
has there been a sizable crowd 
at our board meetings.

Teten Gives Reasons 
For Student Apathy 


“The major attribution for the present lack of interest 


_in student activities is the variegated representation of 
“ages, interests, professions and purposes in the student con- 


stituency.”’ 


Howard Teten, retiring Associated Students President, 


gave this explanation as the reason 


for one of Santa Ana College’s 
major problems. ; 
As an example, he said, a great 


-many students who do not plan 


to continue their college education 
after leaving SAC do not have a 
close. association with college 
transfer students. 

Another reason is that not 
enou people have a hand in 
carrying out student functions, 
Teten declared. This could be 
done through a better organiza- 
tion of clubs, which also shows a 
lack of interest. 

‘ Vicious Circle 

“Jt is a vicious circle when a 
student. has a lack of interest in 
student. activities,’ Teten said 
“This keeps him from buying a 
sstadent body card. And when not 


enough cards aré purchased there 
is no support for school bands, 
decorations, and other facilities. 
This in turn results in less stu- 
dents participating and low at- 
tendance of the various func- 
tions.” 


As president of the Associated 


Students, Teten “gained much ex- 
perience in leadership and also a 
good knowledge of public rela- 
tions.” It was a wonderful experi- 
ence, he said, and I am glad to 
have had the opportunity to serve 
in that capacity. 

Before coming to SAC, Teten 
spent four years in the USMC as
